WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 15-2 of the Code of the Town of Gilbert, the
Parks and Recreation Department is authorized to issue reservation permits, set fees and to
promulgate rules for the regulation of exclusive use of the Town’s Parks or Special Event sites,
and;

WHEREAS, the proposed Town Special Event permit, reservation fees and terms
have been reviewed and approved by the Gilbert Parks, Recreation and Library Services
Advisory Board;

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the special event permit fee set forth in
Resolution 3086, and all resolutions or parts of resolutions in conflict with the provisions of this
resolution are hereby repealed.
